This is the old style date when March was the beginning of the new year. 

Familysearch gives this example. The Old Style Calendar began on Lady Day, 25th March, 
thus in 1750 and before, the year ran as follows: 

25-31 March, April - Dec, Jan - 24 Mar. The new year began March 25. 

Month 1 was March, and '7ber' was September, '8ber' October, '9ber' November', 'lOber' 
December. 

In 1752 Britain changed to the New Style Calendar with 1st Jan as New Year's Day, but 
this change had taken place earlier in other countries such as Scotland in 1600. 

1751 was a short year running from 25 Mar to 31 Dec only, because 1752 started on 1st 
Jan. 

The correct way to describe a date in the 'overlap' period of 1 Jan to 24 Mar in any year 
before 1751 is to state the Old Style/New Style e.g. 1712/13 which means: 

"24 Jan 1712 in the register is what we would now call 24 Jan 1713'" 
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Barbara Holmes married by Banns 1 st William Harper 12 August 1765 as his 
2 nd wife. He died 8 June 1773 in Aughton which is near East Cottingwith.

On 14 Nov. 1774 Barbara Holmes Harper married 2 nd Thomas Colbert who 
was 11 years her junior. The handwriting here looks like Calvert but there is 
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no doubt he is married to Barbara Harper. Their daughter, Elizabeth, was 
baptized the 11 th of July, 1775 when it is back to Colbert. 



I questioned the 10 year age gap between Barbara and Thomas especially 
with Barbara being the oldest but the information I got was that it was 
entirely possible in the time and circumstances. I wonder if Barbara had 
inherited property from William Harper. That would certainly make her 
more attractive to a future husband. Is this a signature? It's Colbert. 
Barbara signed with her mark. 
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As always, conflicting information. Thomas was buried either the 7 th or the 
17 th of March, 1817.

The Wesleyan Chapel 
Seaton Ross 


On ihc 3lHli October. 1822 n bargain 
and sale took place for £5. 0$, (id. 
between William Harper. Yeoman of 
Seaton Ross and a group of eleven 
local businessmen which included 9 
farmers, a surgeon and a shopkeeper. 
The purpose of this was to purchase a 
Methodisi site (Wesleyan) for a new 
chapel to be built measuring 30 feet 
East to Wcsl and 22,5 Teet North to 
South. 

The site was exactly were the old Wesleyan Chapel now stands and in faci, William 
Watson's plan of Seaton Ross in June ISII shows a Wesleyan Chapel situated 
exactly on the same site. U would seem that this was not a purpose built chapel and 
was probably a house used for meeting purposes until a new chapel could be built. 

So began in 1822, the building of the first Wesleyan Chapel at Seaton Ross, 

For many years the structure remained a place of worship until the late 19th century 
when the property became so decay ed as 10 necessitate a new building on the site at 
an estimated cost of £350. 

Preparations for the new chapel began in 1898 and formed pan of The Pock ling ton 
Circuit Chapel Renovation Scheme. In the latter part of the 19th century , many old 
chapels in the area were repaired or rebuilt as pan of the scheme and one such chapel 
was the Wesley an at Seaton Ross. 

The rebuilding work was completed in 1900 and on the 4th June in that year a grand 
opening ceremony took place. Tliis was a very special occasion at Seaton Ross and 
the events of the day were reported in many local newspapers 

The Wesleyan Chapel remained a place of worship well into the 20th century before 
dosing in the 1980’s. It is now a private house

The surname Walker is an 'occupational' name that derives from the term used to describe a fuller of cloth. 

Before the invention of mills and machines for fulling, wool was cleaned and thicken by being soaked in water and 
trampled under foot, and the people who did this came to be given the name Walker, due to their occupation of 
'walking' on the wool. As a consequence of this the surname is most frequent in the traditional textile heartlands 
of northern England, such as Yorkshire. In fact one of the earliest Walker's on record is one Robert le Walker who 
is mentioned in the Yorkshire Assize Rolls for the year 1260.
